COL. J. R. ORR 


John R, Orr, at one time a promin. 
ent resident of Madoc, died after a 
brief illness in Toronto, on Sunday, 
July 10th. A few weeks ago he left 
his home in Hollywood, California, 
to pay a’ visit to friends in Ontario 
and was staying with relatives in To. 
ronto when he became ill. He had not 
been in good health for some years. 

The late Col. John R. Orr was 
born in Milton, Ont., about 80 years 
ago, and when a young man he moved 
to Madoc. In the year 1877 before the 
village of Madoc was incorporated, 
he established the North Hastings Re.

Tomato and -celery blights are 
caused by parasitic fungi which, un- 
der favourable conditions, attacks 

the leaves and sometimes the stems 
of the plants, killing various sized 
areas and frequently resulting in se. 
vere defoliation in the case of toma. 
toes, and a withering of the older 
leavé, of celery. Severe attacks, par. 
ticularly early in the season, stunt the 
growth of the plants and reduce the 
marketable crop. 

Since these blights are parasitic, 


by careful and adequate spray meas. 
ures. but similar recommendations are 
not applicable to both crops on ac. 
count of a variation in their tolerance 
to fungicides, While celery benefits 
from applications of copper fungicides 
even when blights are not present, to. 
matoes should not be sprayed except 
to control the diseases. 

The recommendations for the con. 
trol of the celery blights are to apply 
a copper fungicide Bordeaux mixture 
4.4.40 or Burguhdy mixture 4.5.40 
(copper —. and sal soda and 
water) at twice to the seedling 
plants and every seven to ten days in 
the Geld, preferably before rather 
than following rains. Rapidly growing 
plants require the more frequent ap. 
plications since it ig essential that the 
new growth be thoroughly covered 
with the fungicide, These blights 
may also be controlled by @ 20.8..de.. 
hydrated copper sulphate plus lime 
dust, provided they*are treated when 
the air is still and the plants are wet 
with dew. 

In the case of ‘tomatoes, when 
blights are present it is advisable to 
spray with ,Bordeaux 4.3.40 in the 
seedbed as well as in the field. Since 
growth may be retarded by the appli. 
cation of the fungicide, particularly 
if applied cloge to the transplanting 
period, it is. advisable, unless the 
blight, are severe damage, to 
withold the spray for five to seven 
days before, and five to six weelks af.. 
tor transplanting. 

Potato Beetle Polson Spray 

Potato beetles lay theix eggs on 
the under side of the leaves of the 
potato plant int yellow masseg and 
when a number of these have hatched 
the first application of poison spray 
should be made. The best and cheap. 


_ est poison to use is calcium arsenate, 


at the rate ‘of one and a half to two 
pounds in 40 gallons of Bordeau mix. 
ture (copper sulphate 6 pounds, lime 
4 pounds, water 40 gallons). Should 

te of lead or Paris green be pre. 
ferred as a pbison, two to three 
pounds of the arsenate and, one.half 
to one pound of Paris green may be 
substituted for each 40 gallon -barrel 
of spray. 

‘Growers who prefer to apply the 
poison in powder form should use a 
dust composed of one part of arsenate 
of lead to six paris of hydrated lime. 
_ In dusting best results will be se. 
cured if the application ig made in 
-the early morning or late evening 
when the vines are wet with dew and 
when the air is calm. 

In spraying potatoes, the poison 
should always be mixed with Bordeau 
as this material is not only a valuable 
fungicide but repels the attack of de. 
structive insects like flea beetles and 
leaf.hoppers. Two or three applica. 
tions in a season should give suffic. 
fent protection from all insects when 
applied thoropghly and at a time 
when the new damage first becomes 
evident in each case. In: spraying, 
cover both the upper and lower sur. 
faces of the leaves and use an abund. 
ance of material, When the plants 
‘are small, 50 to 75 gallons per acre, 
tynd when fully grown.100 to 120 gal. 
Jons are not too much at each applica.

“Cattle, sheep, goats, and swine 
imported from Canada tor Slaughter, 
shall be consigned from, jhe port of 
entry to some recognized slaughtering 
centre, and there be slaughtered with.

from the chie? of bureau, they may be 
reconsigned to other points and there 
be slaughtered within the period 
aforesaid,” states one section of the 
regulation.

No provision has been made for his 
successor but it was assured this will 
be cared for in the appointment of a 
temporary commission.

HULLESS OATS: FOR WEANLING 
PIGS 


Young pigs have high efficiency for 
the conversion of nourishing food in. 
to weight increase but low efficiency 
for the utilization of fibre. Except for 
this latter fact, ordinary oats would 
be a suitable gain, but the hulls dilute 
the food too much, and, unless very 
finely ground or else coarse enough to 
be rejected during mastication, they 
irritate and clog the digestive tract. 
It is often advised to screen oat chop 
for weanling pigs but this is a labor. 
fous task frequently neglected. 

Unies, mechanical meang can be 
found to dehull ordinary oats, the 
simpler way is to grow a variety that 
threshes free of hull. Years ago the 
late Sir (then Dr.) Charles E. Saun- 
ders bred two such varieties, Liberty 
and Laurel, for the express purpose o* 
feeding young pigs and chickens and 
for making oatmeal porridge, Laurel 
proved slightly the heavier yielder 
but is rather short.strawed ‘for 
droughty seasons. In 19 years’ tests at 
Sco ae Liberty proved about 3 
and days earlier than Banner and 
yielded nearly 85 per cent as much 
meat. In agtrief comparison Laurel 
matured practically with Banner, 
yielding 53 bushels per acre as against 
51 from Liberty. 

Both varieties of hulless are prone 
to smut infestation and are easily 
injured by formaldehyde, but careful 
treatment with copper carbonate and 
mercuric dusts ensures a clean crop.

en. The need for fertilizer is undoubt. 
ed; the only question is its approp- 
riate analysis and economic rate of 
application in the circumstances. 

In this decision the observant farm. 
er will be guided by the response of 
the present crop to the fertilizer ap- 
plied at ing time, last fall. Did 
the seed ( presumably with or. 
ganic ry dust) germinate quick. 
ly and strongly, producing vigorous 
seedlings, stooling well, and present.

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Garden Slug Control — 


Garden slugs are frequently num. 
erous on heavy land where they do 
considerable damage to beans, let- 
tuce, cabbage, cauliflower and similar 
crops. Like other pests, slugs can be 
more easily controlled if remedial 

- measures are applied when the ani. 
mals are small and few in number. 
To control them, “the infested plants 
(and the slugs) should be dusted with 
hydrated lime in the evening when 
the sun has gone down and feeding 
has commenced. Care should be taken 
to cover the upper and lower surfaces 
of tha leaves and the soil immediately 
surrounding the plants. Hydrated lime 
is effective only when in the form of 
a light, dry powder. 

Lime becomes bard when subjected 
to moisture and in that condition 
is non.injurious to the slugs. For tbis 
reason, a few light ‘applications of 
lime at intervals of three or four days 
are much more effective than one 
peavy dose. Another method of con. 
trol frequently recommended, ig 
apray the infest plants thoroughly 
with Bordeaux mixture. This material 
is repellent ugs, and if the foliage 
of the plants is completely covered 
by the mixture, the slugs will confine 
their attention to weeds growing in 
the field. 


Ourrent Crop Report 


‘Haying operationg have been com- 
pleted over & considerable section of 
the province, with reports of good 
quality hay being general. Prospects 
in Halton county for an alfalfa seed 
crop are practically negligible. Alsike 
however, is filling out well. A much. 
improved quality of hay is noted in 
Haldimand, where grain crops are al- 
go doing well. The alsike acreage be- 
ing left for seed there ig much above 
normal, almost equal to that of 1929. 
The red clover acreage is also quite 
large there. Lambton reports its corn 
crop well-advanced and showing 4 
good growth. Pastures there are in 
fair shape and there is an abundance 
of white clover in pasture and on road 
sides. The hay crop was lower than 
are going to be short in stalk there 
and a report of an outbreak of army 
worm in wheat fields and meadows 
has been. received. Livestock in Mid. 
dlesex have splendid pasture, though 
many of the western cattle are hea. 
vily infested, with warble flies. Sev. 
eral loads of dairy cattle have been 
brought in from Eastern Ontario, 
largely for replacement of herds be- 
ing T.B. tested in the London district: 
Tobacco is making rapid growth in 
the Norfolk area and conditions so far 
have been ideal, with no hil damage 
reported. Crops are looking fine in 
Oxford, with wheat béginning to turn 
and showing a good stand. Corn and 
root crops are coming along well un- 

der favourable growing conditions. 
Earlier varieties of oats are well out 
in head in Wentworth and are of fair 
height. The strawberry crop there has 
‘been very light and the price firm. 


The yield from canning peas will be 
below average in Hastings. There is 
much higher percentage of clover thie 
year than last in the Muskoka and 
Parry Sound District. Prince Edward 
County enjoyed raing which were bad. 
ly needed, in fact most of Eastern 
Ontario profited by an abundance of 
moisture which fell two days early in 
July. The strawberry crop in Lennox 
and Addington dropped off very short 
at the last, with prices holding around 
10 cents per box. Prospects for peas 
in that county do not look too good 
owing to dry weather.

Gather Eggs Often 


Eggs should be gathered at least 
twice a day, and three times daily is 


fo, k or as near to it as possible. 
This last gathering may not produce a 
great, number of eggs but since 
broody hen ll commonly search out 
the nest containing the eggs after 
the day’s laying has ceased, failure to 
gather late in the day is a common 
source of distinct deterioration. 

Each gathering should be placed in 
the coolest part of the cellar if no 
other cool spot is available, as soon 
as gathered, Eggs should not be put 
into cartons or cases immediately if 
this can be avoided. The ideal contain. 
er for cooling eggs is a wire tray. A 
wire basket is the next best, and per. 
haps the most practical. These bas. 
ket, are ordinarily offered for sale as 
waste paper containers.
